Cardinal de Keu ob- 
serve*, Tery justly, that every numerous assembly is 
m mob ; influenced by their passions, humours, and 
affections, which nothing but eloquence ever did, or 
ever can engage. This is so important a considera- 
tion for every body in this country, and more parti- 
cularly for you, Ibat I earnestly recommend it to 
your moat serious care and attention. Mind your 
diction in whatever language you either write or 
■peak j contract a habit of correctness and elegance. 
Consider your style, even in the freest conversation, 
and meet familiar letters. After, at least, if not be- 
fore, you have said any thing, reflect if you could 
not have said it better. Where you doubt of the 
propriety or elegancy of a word or a phrase, cousult 
some good dead or living authority in that language. 
Use yourself to translate, from various languages, 
into English : correct those translations till they sa- 
ttftl'v vour ear. as well as vour understanding*. And 



r' is now above forty years tine* I have n 
■pokto oor written on* single word, without 
log myself at least one moment's time to coma 
whether it was a good one or a bad one. and v 
ther I eonld not find oat a better in its place. 
nnhannoniouB and ragged period, at this ti 
sliocka my ears ; and I, like all the rest of 
world, will willingly exchange and give up si 
degree of rough sense, for a good degree of pleat 
sound. I will freely and truly own to yon, witi 
either vanity or false modesty, that whatever n 
tation I have acquired, as a speaker, ia more ov, 
to my constant attention to my diction, than to 
matter, which was necessarily just the same as ot 
people's. When you come into parliament^ v 
reputation, as a speaker, will depend much more 
on your words, and your periods, than upon the i 
ject. The same matter occurs equally to every b> 
of common sense, upon the same question: 
dressing It wall, Is what excites the attention i 
admiration of the audience. 

It is in parliament that I have set my heart a 
your making a figure: it is there that I want 
have too iastlv proud of vonrtelf. and to make 
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character; and good speakers are willing to hav< 
their talent considered as something very extraordi 
aery, if not e peculiar gift of God to bit elect. But 
lot yon and I analyse and simplify this good speal 
er ; let us strip him of those adventitious plumes 
with which his own pride, and the ignorance o 
ether*, have decked him ; and we shall find the trn 
definition of him to be no more than tins:— a ma: 
of good common sense,, who reasons justly, an< 
o ap ress es himself elegantly, on that subject upoi 
which bo speaks. There is, surely, nowttchcrai 
in this. A man of sense, without a superior an. 
astonishing degree of parts, will not talk nontens 
upon any subject; nor will he, if he has the leai 
taste or application, talk inelegantly. What the: 
does all this mighty art and mystery of speakin; 
in parliament amount to r Why, no more than thii 
that the man who speaks in the house of common; 
speaks in that house, and to four hundred people 
that opinion, upon a given subject, which he woul 
make no difficulty of speaking in any bouse in En; 
land, round the Are, or at table, to any fourteen pe< 
ule whatsoever; better judges, perhaps, andsevert 
critics of what he says, than any fourteen gentle roe 
of the house of commons. 

I have spoken frequently in parliament, and nc 
always without some applause ; and therefore I ca 
assure you, from my experience, that there is ver 
little in it. The elegancy of the style, and th 
turn of the periods, make the chief impression upo 
the hearers. Give them but one or two round an 



definition of an orator is extremely ditterens iron 
and I believe much truer than his. I call that ma 
an orator, who reasons justly, and expresses himse 
elegantly, upon whatever subject he treats. Problen 
in geometry, equations in algebra, processes in eh 
mistry, and experiments in anatomy, are never, th 
1 have heard of, the objects of eloquence ; and thei 
fore I humbly conceive that a man may be a ve 
fine speaker, and yet know nothing of geometi 
algebra, chemistry, or anatomy. The subjects of i 
parliamentary debates, are subjects of common sea 
singly. 

Thus I write whatever occurs to me, that I thi 
may contribute either to form or inform you. If 
my labour not be in vain ! and it will not, if y 
will but have lialf the concern for yourself, ths 
have for you. Adieu. 
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yon aspire to, and use your utmait endeavours to 
deserve. The hrtwl to contrive, God must to * cer- 
tain degrt* have gives yon; but it is in your own 
power greatly \ Q improve it, by study, observation, 
and reflection . At /or the tongue to ptrtuadc, it 
wholly depends upon youririf; and without ii the 
best head will contrive to very little purpose* The 
bond to execute depends likewise, in. my opinion, in 
a great measure upon yourself. Serious reflection 
wilt always give courage: in a good came ; and the 
courage arising from reflection is of a much superior 
nature to the animal and constitution id courage of 
a foot-soldier* The former is steady and uo shaken, 
where the nodtti is dignus eindict; the latt<* is oft- 
euer improperly than properly exerted, hut always 
brutally. 

The second member of my text (to speak ecclesi- 
astically) shall be the subject of my following dis- 
course ; the tongue to persuade — ss judicious preach- 
ers fecomtoend those virtues which they think their 
xvi-ral audieurea want the most ; inch as truth and 
continence, at r ourt ; diaintereatednrtii in the city ;

Ton must certainly, in the coarse of yoor little 
experience, have relt the different effects of etegiiut 
and inelegant speaking. Do you not suffer, when 
people accost you in a stammering and hesitating 
ma a mer; In an un tuneful voice, villi false accents 
and cadence* ; puaafing and blundering thrnugh 
solecisms, barbarisms, and vulgarisms, miapleciug

Does not this prejudice you against their ma tier, ba 
it what it will; nay even against their person*? I 
am sure it does me, On the other hand, do yon not 
feel yourself inclined, prepossessed, nay even en- 
gaged, fn favour of those who address you in the di- 
rect contrary manner ?

He thought all the* 
of consequence, and he thought right ; praj 
think so too. It is of the utmost conseqt 
you to be of that opinion. If jou have tJ 
defect in your elocution, take the utmost a 
pains to correct it. Do not neglect your styl 
ever language you speak in, or whomever yo 
to, were it your footman. Seek always for i 
words, and the happiest expressions you e 
Do not content yourself with being barelj 
stood ; but adorn your thoughts, and dress 
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ed about a year ago*. I desire that you will read it 
over and over again, with particular attention 
to die style, and to all those beauties of oratory 
with which it is adorned. Till I read that book, 
I confess I did not know all the extent and powers 
of the English language. Lord Bolingbroke has both 
a tongue and a pen to persuade; his manner of 
speaking in private conversation is foil as elegant as 
bis writings ; whatever subject he either speaks or 
writes upon, he adorns it with the most splendid 
eloquence; not a studied or laboured eloquence, 
but such a flowing happiness of diction, which (from 
care, perhaps, at first) is become so habitual to him, 
that even bis most familiar conversations, if taken 
down in writing, would bear the press, without the 
least correction eit<*er as to method or style. If his 
conduct in the former part of his life had been equal 
to all his natural and acquired talents, he would 
most justly have merited the epithet of * all-accom- 
plished.' He is himself sensible of his past errors: 
those violent passions which seduced him in his 
youth, have now subsided by age ; and take him as 
he is now, the character of all-accomplished is more 
his due than any man's I ever knew in my life. 

But he has been a most mortifying instance of the 
violence of human passions, and of the weakness of 
the roost exalted human reason. His virtues and 
his vices, his reason »nd his passions, did not blend 
themselves by a gradation of tints, but formed a 
shining and sudden contrast. Heie the darkest, 
there ihe most splendid colours : and both rcnd<r< d 
more shining from their proximity.

the elegancy or inelenency, of one tingle woid. As 
therefore you now know sour saodorn languages 
well, I would have you study (and, by the way, it 
will be very litde trouble to you) to know them cor- 
rectly, accurately, and delicately. Bead some little 
books that treat of them, and ask questions concern- 
ing their delicacies of those who are able to answer 
you.

Be you wiser; and* 
before it is too late, manage both with earn and fru- 
gality ; and lay ont . neither, not apon good interest 
and security. 

I will now confine myself to the employment of 
your time, which* though I hnre often touched upon 
it formally, is a subject that, from its importance, 
will bear repetition.. Ton have, it is true, n great 
deal of time before you ; but, in thia>period of your 
life, one hour usefully employed may be worth more 
then four-and-twenty her eaft e rs a minute is precious 
to you now; whole days may possibly not be so forty 
years hence. Whatever time you allow, or can 
■natch for serloua reading (I say snatch, because 
company and the knowledge of the world is now 
your chief object), employ it in reading of some one 
book, and that a good one, till you have finished it;

brought it to its utmost perfection ; his age equalled 
in all, and greatly exceeded in many things (pardon 
me, pedants!) the Augustan. Tins was great and 
rapid ; but still it might be done, by the encourage- 
ment, the applause, and the rewards of a Tain, 
liberal, and magnificent prince. What is much 
more surprising is, that he stopped the operations 
ef the human mind just where he pleased ; and 
seemed to say " thus far shalt thou go, and no far- 
ther." For, a bigot to his religion, and jealous of 
his power, free and rational thought upon either 
never entered into a French .head during his reign ; 
and the greatest geniuses that ever any age pro- 
duced never entertained a doubt of the divine right 
of kings, or the infallibility of the church. Poets, 
orators, and philosophers, ignorant of their natural 
rights, cherished their chains; and blind active 
faith triumphed, in those great minds, over silent 
and passive reason. The reverse of this seems now 
to be the case in France : reason opens itself; fancy 
and invention fade and decline. 

I will send you a copy of this history by Lord 
Huntingdon, as I think it very probable that it is 
not allowed to be published and sold at Paris. 
Fray read it more than once, and with attention, 
particularly the second volume; which contains 
short but very clear accounts of many very in- 
teresting things which are talked of by every body, 
though fairly understood by very few. There 
are two very puerile affectations, which 1 wish this 
book had been free from; the one is, the total 
subversion of all the old established French ortho- 
graphy ; the other is, the not making use of any 
one capital letter throughout the whole book, except 
at the beginning of a paragraph.
